knows not, that Forgivenefs is not their CharaGeriflic, or 
great Abilities their Admiration ? But, on the contrary, "tis 
univerially allow’d they dread the Penetration and Diicern- 
ment of the laft, as much as they difavow, by their Prac- 
tices, the generous focial Virtues of the firft. We may 
therefore conclude, that the Pi+{erment I have been fpeaking 
of, had not its Foundation in their Choice, or in the Dic- 
tates of the Gofpel; and that the Merit of the Party was 
rather a Plea in Bar than of Recommendation, in their 
Senfe of Things, 

Though the Avenues of Preferment may be altogether in 
their Hands, yet we can’t be long at a Lofs to account, in 
fome Meafure, for this furprizing Event, if we confider, 
that though there may not be Five righteous Perfons in 
Power to fave the City, yet there may be Oxe, who, from 
an Affinity of Manners and Way of Thinking, may have 
Influence enough to introduce an old Friend and Fellow- 
Labourer into a bye Seat ; fortis hoped there may be one 
among them that does not heartily coa/ixe, and therefore 
deferves no other Cenfure than that of being found in bad 
Company, as they may pervert his Tenets fooner than he 
can reform theirs; Numbers in Vice and ill Examples in- 
fenfibly ileal upon the Mind and govern it, unlefs it be 
guarded well by Virtue, "Tis one Degree of Declination 
from it, to aflociate with thofe whom ore has taught others 
to difapprove of and diflike. Be this a Leflon for both the 
Patron and his Friend! and would they acquit themfelves 
well in the Eye of their Country, they will not lofe Re- 
membrance of an Adminiftration that did it Honour abroad, 
and endeavour’d, tho’ in vain, to extricate it from the La- 
byrinths of Corruption at home. If there is no other Way

of delivering their Country from M 
and fet their S—~-r—n free, they will not forget the pious 
Fraud of Hufhai in Fewry, nor that of S—d—/—d in 
England, when all other Meafures failed to reftore the Ho- 
nour of the Throne, and the Rights of the Community. 


As, in thefe Days of Depravity, an Office is feidom 
conferr’d upon any one who is not in a Capacity to affilt 
the Power that gives it, it may be a Matter of Wonder to 
fome, that the Succeflor of the Di/plac’d was not elected into 
the Number of the Sixteen of his Country; more efpe- 
cially as moft, if not all of themi, appear to have been 
particularly diftinguifhed by the Tavo Brothers, who perhaps 
may tranfact Affairs of Nomination there, afier the fame 
laudable Manner as B———p-making here: I mean not, 
with the ill-judging Vulgar, by a late ingenious Evafion 
of Simonaical Contraéls in Wagers of the Amount of one 
Year’s Profit, but by iffuing out a Writ in the Nature of 
Conge d’Elire, and annexing an Appointm:nt to it, Whe- 
ther this be regular, and agreeable to the Act of Unicn, I 
know not; but we can make Doubt of its Legality, fince 
it never fails to meet with due Obfervation and Obedience 
from the con/cientious Care and uninfluenced Loyalty of the 
noble Convention at Eden; which always pays a great Re 
gard to Union on fuch Occafions: But I think I can’ folve 
the Difficulty arifing from this yet unaccountable Promo- 
tion, and reconcile the feeming Inconfiftence of it with 
Reafon, or at leait with the Conduét of the Coalition. 
We may remember, that the noted Bronfo remained, for 
fome Time, in a State of Probation; he was taken in by 
Degrees, and clamber’d up the Mount of Preferinent and 
Trait in Proportion to the dirty Services he render'd to his 
Patrons, and was not admitted into abfolute Confidence ‘till, 





becoming abandon'd and defpis'd by all his former Acquain- 
tance and every Lover of Truth and Principle, he had 
purged away his former Sins of Opfofition, kils'd the chaf- 
tizing Rod, and humbled himfelf to Corregtion, before the 
Remains of the State-Cole(fus he had helped to overthrow, 
Now to inveit a Perfon, who had made {fo confiverable a 
Figure in the fame Ofpfofizion, with Power as well as I’re- 
ferment, before they had thoroughly prov'd him, might 
be look’d upon, with fome Reafon, as an impolitic Step, 
too late to be remedied, if, as one of the delegated Sixteen, 
he fhould facrifice his Pott to the Glory of confcientioufly 
ferving his Country in that Capacity, with the fame Voices 
the fame Heart, and in the fame Principle he maintained 
before. Therefore the Wifdom of Precaution is munifelt, 
and a State of Probation neceffary, ‘till he finds fome auf- 
picious Occaficn to explaia and thruft himlelf into Confi- 
dence with the Coa/itiox ; more efpecially as they may well 
difpenfe with the Service of a fingle Vote, for furil ring 
on fuch M | Jobbs as may be brought into the 
hext Market; which, as il is apparent to every one who 
can calculate Numbers, without any other Affillance than 
the common Rules of Arithmetic, will be too full wpon 
their Hands, and puzzle their Choice. 

Weie I not too well acquainted with the Difpofition of 
the Coalition, I fhould make no Scruple to impute the Non- 
Election of the Party to his own Indifference, or perhaps 
his Choice to be out of the Way of Temptation: Like a 





virtuous Woman, who, inftead of vainly trufting to her 
own Fortitude, which but too often fails, prudently fhuns 
the Society of the Tempter. But a Virtue like this feldom leads 
into Preferment.in thefe degenerate Days, and to introduce 
a Prefident of that Kind may be dangerous to thofe who 
have the Care of our public Affairs ; We mult not forget 
that we have been minillerially told, Thar there is no gower- 
ing without Corruption ; and that Every Man has bis Price} 
If we have béen taught a Doctrine like this by the Ma/ler, 
what lefs are we to expeét from his Pupils, who purfue the 
fame Plan, and by the very fame Hands, if we except a 
few, on whofe Venality, by Anowing their Price, the Two 
Brothers have pra€tiled fuecetsfully, and lur'd into the Col- 
lege of Corruption wherein they prefide ? It behoves there- 
fore every Man of Honour, who regards his Reputation 
and Credit, to be cautious how he dea/s with Sharpers, or 
comes within the Reach of their Infeétion: Honour in Man 
is liké Virtve in the Mair; *tis delicate and exceedingly 
fufceptible of Cenfure : 
alone, but we muit appear te be fo, for the World forms a

Judgtnent by Appearances, and indeed have no other Way 
to regulate their Thoughts than by Obfervation taken in by 
the Eye, as they can’t dive into the Heare within. Ie was 
in this Manner a great Man, whom I have already hinted 
at, fuffer’d, nota little, in the good Opinion of the World; 
but it is hop’d the World may have been milliken in him, 
and be in the kad, and perhaps foon, found agreeably dif- 
appointed in the Apprchenfions formed froim his going ous 
of the right Road to join a Company we did nce like. But 
as it is not every Man who is bleit with ‘Talents like his, 
it is not for every Man todo like him, as they may perifh 
in the Pafiage which his Prudence may furmount. 

But whatever be the Motive inducing to the afore-men- 
tioned Preferment, and whatever Expeétations we may pro- 
mife ourlelyes from the Merit of the Party prefers’d, "tis 
plain a good and ufeful Sabjeét has been affonted and 
‘dbvaM 1 Cabal, who have deprived 
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him of his Office, while his Services to his King and 
Country are yet reeking, and, in the general Opinion, de- 
ferved more grateful Keturns; deprived too at a Time, 
which feems to indicate we may foon want thole very Ser- 
vices again! The Enemy are at Hand: Bergen-op Zoom 
Was the Barrier of England; it isthe Gate that opens upon 
us, and will give all Zealand to an angry foe, elate with 
Succefs and Revenge ; from whence an Invafion may Le 
eafily effected upon us, elpecially if we conlider how cor - 
veniently it correfponds with the Situation ot Dunkirk, the 
Foe’s Magazine of Stores and warlike Preparations. ‘This 
may probably encourage another Rebellion in the North, 
while we may have Butincfs enough for our Troops in the 
South, and perhaps to guard our very Capital City. ‘The 
fame Spirit {ubiifts fill Northward, and perhaps with fom: 

Aggravation, on Account of the iate Laws enacted in rela 

tion to that Country, which, no doubt, as Affairs have 
been manag'd and now fland, wiil rather tend to create 
than quiet Difurbances, as thofe Laws are faid to be mif 
reprefented among the People there, and that the very 
Friends of the Government are difcontenied, that there i 

no Time limited to pay the Confideration they are to be 
allow'd for their Heretable Jurifdictions: ‘Vhey cry aloud, 
that, in all Bargains of Property, the Confideration and 
Poffeflion ought to attend on one another, and be ex- 
chang'd at one and at the fame Time; whereas they are 
now leit to the Caprice of a Miniflry for the firit, though 
the laftis taken from them by Force of Law. 

But it feems Revenge is at all Events to be gratified, an 
Difobedience to the Coasition draws down a turer Vengeance, 
tho’ not fo fatal, as High ‘l'reafon 5 and perhaps it may nor 
be improper to make Examples to ufher in the approaching 
Convention witn Awe and solemnity.

ree from the faid Diitemper, and in the Poffeffion of thc 
Perfon felling the fame. And for the better preventing th: 
ipreading of the faid Diftemper, by the Sale of lean Cat 
e, under Pretence of their being fatted and ready fo: 
slaughter, his Majefty orders, that all Butchers, or others 
who buy the faid Cattle, fhall caufe them to be killec 
within the Space of ten Days from their being fo bought 
Which Order is tocontinue in Force for the Space of three 
Calendar Months.

Windpipe, and then threw him into the River: He got, 
with Difficulty, out again, and went to the Halt-Moon in 
Iflington, where all poflible Care was taken of him — 
Robberies in and about the ‘Town, are now fo very frequent 
that it behoves every one to be on his Guard who goes out 
ever fo little after Dark. 

‘Tuefday Morning early the Salifbury and Cirencetter 
Stage-Coaches were both robbed near Turnham-Green. 

On Monday Evening a Skiff going to Erith was overfet 
by fome Accident, and two young Men, that belonged to 
one of the India Ships outward-bound, were drowned. 

On Tueiday a Boat, wherein were three Paflengers, was 
overiet near Bull-Stairs, Rotherhith, by running foul of a 
Ship’s Cable, and one of the Perions drowned.

ever was heard, to fleep in fuch Security with the Enemy 
it the Door, whom thz lealt Defence in the World mut 
repulfed, if it had been done in ‘lime ; for there was only 
1 {mail Breach pra@ticable on the Ravelin of Dedem, where 
thefe 12 Grenadiers mounted, and frighted the Dutch tha 
defended it, who ran away immediately thre ugh the Por 
de Sortie, and the cthers attheir Heels, which thould there. 
fore be called, henceforward, the Porte d’Extree: The 
Piquets that followed the Grenadiers, finding the Way 
clear, fcramb'ed up the two Breaches of the Batteries of 
Ja Pucelle and Coehorn, from whence the Defenders alf 
fled, and fpread a gencral Contternation in the Town, @ 
that ic was fave who could ; however Conftrom and Hefle 
Philipttah! got fome Troops tegether, particularly the 
Scots Regiment of Collicr’s (who behav’d mott glorioufly, 
neither giving nor taking Quartrr) and a Regiment of Swifs, 
endeavouring to repulfe the Enemy ; but it was too late, 
for by this ‘Time about 10,0co of the Enemy were got 
into the’Town ; and as they let theméelves be caught afleep, 
they had better have marched off than facr ficed thole 
brave Men, for fcaice a hundred of Collier’s Regiment 
efcap’d, and not many more of the Swifs Regiment of 
Conitance: The Prince was wounded ; but both he and 
Cronftrom, got to Oudenbofch to Dinner, but 1 tuppofe 
with no great Appetite. I learn’d thefe Particulars of one 
the Englifh Engincers that faved himfelf, with fome of his 
Comrades, in very little more than their Shirts ; and if the 
French had follow’d the Blow and Contternation, and only 
detached 4 or 5000 Men to Breda, thiy might certainly 
have furprized it the fame Day.

DENMARK. 


Copenbagen, Sept. 5. The Coronation of their moft 
pracious Majefties, which was very mugnificent, was as 
Hollows, 

In the Morning about Ten, the King, dreff'd in his 
Royal Robes, with the Crown on his Head, the Sceptre in 
his Right Hand, and the Globe in his Left, went on Foot 
from the Palace to the Church, under a Canopy of Crim- 
fon Velvet, adorned with Gold Fringes, and borne by four 
Knights of the Elephant. Several Noblemen followed him 
twoand two; and then came the Queen, under a magni- 
ficent Canopy likewife, She was dr: fled in a Roman Ha 
bit, and her I'rain fupported by three Knights of the fame 
~ 9 A Party of his Majefty’s Guards cloicd the Pro- 
ceflion. 

A faperb Throne of Crimfon Velvet was raifed in the 
Church, upon which were placed two Chairs of State, one 
for the King, and the other for the Queen. 

After their Majetties were feated, the B-thop of Zealand 
made afine DiiKour® fuitable to the O.c:fion ; which be- 
ing done, thesame Prelate, affiited by the Billop of Chrif- 
tana in Norway, and another of the Province of Jutland, 
performed the Ceremony of anointing the King and Queen, 
with the ufual Formalities. 

Their Majetties then returned to the Palace, in the fame 
Order. The Cloth, which had been fpread on the Floor 
of the Church, during the Ceremony, was left for the 
People to fhare atnong ‘them. 

The King and Queen afterwards dined in Public, arid 
were waited upon at Table by Knights. 

When they had dined, a whole Ox roafled was given to 
the Populace ; Fountains of Wine, Red and White, were 
fet a flowing from the four Fronts of a Machine that had 
been ereéted on Purpofe ; Moncy was thrown to the Popu 
lace from four {everal Places; and in the Evening, there 
were fine Fireworks and Illuminations all over the City. 
The Ships that were in the Road difplay’d their Flags, 
Streamers and Pennants; the great Guns were fired {everal 
Times; and every Thing pafled in very good Order. 

His Majetty had before created teveral new Knights of 
the Orders of the Elephant and Dannebrog, and made a 
Promotion, Civil and Military. 


GERMANY. 

Pienna, Sept. 3. We hove dijmal Accounts from Tran- 
jlvania of the Mifchief done there lately by Locufts.

fee my People at 20 Foot Diftance. Thefe Creatures fight 
with each other in their Camps, for when they remove 
we find Numbers of them half fle’d, and many more 
without Wings or Feet.
